AN EARLY VISIT. 


A n d flic A tla n tic and P a cific a re Con.

H elena M". 1’.. Sept. 10.—The V illard ex­ 
cursionists left here shortly after 7 o'clock 
B atunlay m orning and reached the scene of 
t-heceremonies of the day, a point a few miles 
west of the !:;!lan Tunnel, on the western 
slope of to m ain divide of the Rocky moun 
tains, a t 9:30 a. m. 
A t 5:15 p. m., after a 
short prayer, the last ra il oi? the N orthern 
Pacific railw ay was laid and the lart spike— 
a golden o ie—was driven home by Mr. 
V illard v. ;h a silver sledge-hammer, m aking 
the iron highway complete and ready for 
travel ir » i D uluth to Tacoma, a distance of 
n lilt 1<» more than 1,980 miles. 
There are 
also < W t j .iii\s of branches, m ostly completed, 
giving a grand total of m ore than 2,054 miles 
of road. 
From Portland there cam e a splendid train 
bearing the prom inent citizens of th at section 
to participate in the ceremonies. There wore 
hearty 
greetings 
between 
the Am erican 
guests of the east and west, and the occasion 
was regarded as a rem arkable one, and as 
presaging' a prosperous future. 
All were surprised a t w hat they beheld. 
Instead of the wilderness of the Rocky m oun­ 
tains they 
saw 
a 
m agnificent 
pavilion 
capable of seating more than a thousand 
people, ov er which floated the national colors 
of the American, German, and British na­ 
tions. 
In front reaching to the roadbed was 
an extensive prom enade skirted by a plat­ 
form with com fortable seats. 
To the right 
was a band stand and on it were seated the 
F ifth United States baud who were to enter­ 
tain them and who came all the way from 
Fort Keogb. 
B ut even stronger than this 
evidence of civilization were the scores of 
vehicles, and the hundreds of hardy m oun­ 
taineers gathered to welcome H enry V illard.

From M am m oth H ot Springi. 
W yoming T er r ito ry, Aug. 9th. 


E d i t o r B r a i n e b d D i s p a t c h : On 
my departure for the Yellowstone 
National Park I promised you that 
I would write and give you a des­ 
cription of the sights to be seen in 
this great land of wonder. 
The Mammoth 
Hot 
Sj rings, 
where 1 am at present stationed, 
are situated sixty miles south of 
Livingston 
and about one mile 
south of the north boundary line 
of the park. 
The first springs that are met 
with on entering the park are the 


VA LLEY HOT S P R IN G S , 
being about one-quarter of a mile 
south of the great National Hotel. 
The terraces -surrounding 
these 
springs are in some places as white 
as alabaster, while in others they 
are tinged with a light yellow.— 
The water contains a slight solu­ 
tion of sulphur and the teniperture 
ranges from 130 to 190 degrees. 
The next object of interest that 
greets the eye on leaving the Val­ 
iev Hot Springs is old 


LIB ERTY CAP, 
venerable with 
age, scared and 
weather beaten, all around him are 
the crumbling terraces, still beau­ 
tiful even in decay. 
This extinct 
geyser cone is nearly fifty feet in 
height and is the first prominent 
object that meets the eye on des­ 
cending into the valley north of 
the hotel, a few yards southwest 
of this stands the 


devil’s thumb, 
another extinct geyser cone, very 
similar to Liberty Cap, hut only 
about half it's size. 
Leaving the 
Devil’s Thumb to your left you 
pass through 


hell gate, 
and begin the ascent of the 


CHALKY W AY, 
which is not accomplished with­ 
out much fa tig u e , not 
so much 
from the abruptness of the grade 
as from the sinking of the feet into 
the pulverized magnesia. 
Once out of the terraces you 
reach a good hard mountain road, 
which leads oft’to the west of the 
white, treacherous magnesian de­ 
posits. 
These terraces have been 
very oddly named 


SODA MOUNTAINS, 
for the reason perhaps that there 
is not a tincture of soua on them, 
nor anywhere 
near them. 
On 
reaching the summit of these mag­ 
nesia mountains or hills you come 
in sight of the beautiful 


MAMMOTH ORANGE G EY FEIl. 
It is about thirty feet in height, 
with boiling sulphurous liquid em­ 
erging from three orifices flowing 
down it’s sides,slowly building up 
it’s walls. 
This sulphurous liquid 
is what gives this cone it’s golden 
hue. 
Leaving the road at this point 
and goiug in a circuitous direction 
northeast you reach what is called 
the 


G R EA T BATH LA K E. 
One thousand people can take a 
comfortable bath in this great na­ 
tural basin at one time. 
All that 
is needed is a dressing house to 
accommodate bathers 
with 
the 
usual bathing dresses and towels, 
which will be furnished by the 
Park Improvement company next 
season. 
The teniperture of the 
lake is 100 degrees. 
There is a 
hard crust, painful to the naked 
feet for the first two yards from the 
shore, and then you tread a floor as 
soft as velvet, and when you reach 
a depth of four feet you are buoy­ 
ed up in the most delightfully trans­ 
parent emerald infce, in which you 
may remain for hours and come 
out refreshed and clean, needing no 
soap, and no physician but your 
own good sense to guide you. The 
diameter of the lake is about three 
or four hundred feet and about nine 
feet deep at the center, where the 
bubbles rise and burst as if boiling, 
but the temperature is the same as 
at the margin. 
There are numerous caves in the 
rocks that surround Bath Lake.— 
One of them bears the omnious 
name of 


d ea th’s k itc h en, 
from the fact that the floor is cov­ 
ered with the dead carcasses of 
small animals, who take refuge in 
it from their enemies and are kill­ 
ed by poisonous gassesthe moment 
they come under their influence. 
From Bath Lake you continue 
southward, clambering over a nar­ 
row', rocky ridge, some thirty feet 
in height, you will descent into 
what is called the 


SULPHUR 1MTTS, 
a volcanic region, the sulphurous 
fumes of which pervades the at­ 
mosphere, and large quantities of 
yellow sulphur can be seen oozing 
out of the small openings that con­ 
nect with the hotter regions below’. 
Going east, through the sulphur 
pit region you next come to the 


STALACTILE CAVE, 
which is one of the objects of in­ 
terest that every visitor at the 
Mammoth Hot Springs ought to 
see, a jet of hot water is ejected 
from the rocks 150 feet above the 
cone and forms beautiful stalactiles 
of every conceivable tint and color. 
The beauty of this cave has been 
greatly marred, by the breaking off 
by tourists the ends of these petri- 
fications. 


Retracing your steps oyer the 
sulphur pit region and mounting 
the back of what has recently been 
named the 


W H IT E E L E P H A N T , 
a high ridge of a porcelain likesub- 
stance bearing off to the northward 
a distance of about a mile, descend­ 
ing, a tvalk of three minutes will 
bring you to the 


GREAT W H IT E SULPHUR SPRINGS. 
The formation around these are 
not so steep, nor are there any of 
those pulpit like pools that are so 
marked lower down. 
This spring 
will no doubt eventually be utiliz­ 
ed for remedial purposes, as it is 
one of the best medicinal springs 
in the park. 
To the east of these 
springs a few hundred feet lies 


ANTONY’S GATE, 
with it’s massive marble-like ter­ 
races towering several hundred feet 
oil either side, leaving a narrow’ 
passage to the most beautiful of all 
the terraces, 


CLEO PA TR A 'S BOWL. 
The bowl is a perfect circle and 
the upper rim is as white as snow. 
The boiling water that flows over 
the east side forms into beautiful 
stalactites, resembling the tasseled 
fringes of an old fashioned pulpit, 
benath which lies 


c u p i d ’s c a v e , 


so named, I suppose, from the 
splendid 
opportunities presented 
for a “grand wash,’’ if unfortun­ 
ately your foot should slip whilst 
peering over it's edge, and into 
which the water from Cleopatra’s 
Bowl disappears. 
Standing on the upper side of 
Cleopatra’s Bow l, looking east,you 
see off to your right, a number of 
small lakes of so deep a blue as to 
entitle them fairly to the name, 


CER V LEA N LAKES. 
The w ater of these lakes are not 
hot: they make no deposits, and 
are liable to disappear at one place 
and re-appear at another. 
E st <>f Cerulean Lakes lies the 
famous 


CO ATING T E R R A C ES, 


over which a torrent of hot water, 
like a miniature Niagara, is over- 
fl t! w i n g. 
These lakes above these terraces 
send up a great volume of water, 
impregnated with lime and mag­ 
nesia. 
Horsc-shoes, bottles, wire 
baskets and all sorts of articles are 
hung in the falling water and are 
galvanized, as it were, with the 
substance of which the terraces are 
composed. 
It requires from three 
to eight days to coat them, and 
when 
properly 
coated are very 
beautiful.
